IS RAREST OF 


Telling his audience that bo­ 
tanical collections show thousands 
of kinds of plants abound in 
Adams County, Prof. William C. 
Darrah of Gettysburg College’s 
biology department, said Tuesday 
evening Ole county’s most un­ 
usual plant is a cactus that has 
grown here for nearly a century. 
He said the cactus is known to 
have been growing in the Wolf 
HAI area since at least 1875. He 
did not specify the exact location 
“to protect the rare plant.” Prof. 
Darrah was the speaker for the 
February meeting of the Adams 
County Historical Society in the 
Old Dorm on the seminary cam­ 
pus. 
His subject was botanists of 
Adams and nearby counties. He 
said this county has produced 
“thousands of amateur botanists 
but never one of note.” 
CINTURY-OLD SPIC IMI N 
His account of botanists who 
have studied this part of Penn­ 
sylvania 
began 
with 
Francois 
Henri Michaux, who came to this 
oountry to seek trees and plants 
to be taken back to Europe to 
repopulate deforested areas. His 
travels across the state in the 
early 19th century took him across 
Adams C o u n t y and material 
gathered here was used in his 
later three volume work on the 
forest trees of America. 
Prof. Darrah displayed century- 
old botanical specimens, part of 
a collection of more than 6,000 
which the college acquired from 
the early efforts of the Rev. 
Thomas Conrad Porter. Local in­ 
terest in plants of the area was 
stimulated by the formation of 
the natural philosophy department 
at Gettysburg College, founded 
in 1932. The speaker was told of 
the work of Dr. Wflliam Darling­ 
ton. 
founder 
of 
an 
academy 
which later became West Chester 
State College. The college has 
specimens from the Darlington 
collection also. Darrah said. 
Tho disappearance of the Amer­ 
ican chestnut, the fame of Adams 
County black walnuts and “the 
now plant arrivals that come to 
Adams County every year” ware 
amang other topics discussed.

FOR COURT IN 
SH 00TIN 60F 
C.H. HAGARMAN

Kress, 
43, 
Hanover R. 3, was held for the 
May term of court Tuesday aft­ 
ernoon following a hearing on a 
charge of murdering his for­ 
mer employer, Charles Henry 
H agam an, 61, of 218 North St., 
McSherrystown. 
Justice of the Peace Robert 
P. Snyder, after the hearing on 
the January 27 shooting ta the 
Buzz Inn, McSherrystown, which 
ended with the proprietor of the 
inn dead on the floor, his heart 
shattered by a 12-gauge shotgun 
blast, told Kress and bis court 
appointed counsel, Attorney Os­ 
car F. Spicer: “From the testi­ 
mony, I find a prima facia case 
and hold Mr. Kress for May 
term of court on the charge of 
murder.” 
Three men who were ta the 
bar at the time of the shooting 
testified about the events start­ 
ing about 11:20 or 11:25 o’clock 
on the night of the shooting. 
ENTERED WITH OUN 
Austin Lamar Bond, 53, a bar­ 
tender residing at Hagarman’s 
home, in which the Buzz Inn 
was located; Paul Vincent Har­ 
dy, 36, of 223 North St., McSher­ 
rystown. a truck driver, and 
Joseph Leo Staub, 51, 245 North 
St., 
McSherrystown, 
a 
shoe 
worker, all told of betag seated 
at the bar in the Buzz Inn when 
Kress entered the bar by a rear 
door. 
They testified that Kress went 
to the bar and ordered a bottle 
of beer. He poured part of the 
bottle into a glass, and drank 
a few sips” to “half a glass” 
of the beer. Then Kress left, 
by the same rear door, and 
moments later returned by that 
door, carrying a shotgun “over 
his arm, with the muzzle point­ 
ed toward the floor.” 
The men had known Kress 
variously from six months to 20 
years. All three testified that 
Kress appeared “normal” when 
he came into the barroom with 
the shotgun. 
GUN WAS HAGARMAN^ 
Testimony 
seemed 
agreed 
that H agam an observed Kress 
entering with the shotgun and 
said “something like” : 
“You 
shouldn’t bring a gun into a bar­ 
room like that.” 
Kress, according to the testi­ 
mony, said: 
“It’s your gun, 
Charlie.” 
H agam an replied: “ I gave 
that gun to your boy, I want 
him to keep it.” All testified 
that Kress did not seem to be 
angry. 
TWO FLED QUICKLY 
Kress laid the shotgun across 
the bar, one of the witnesses 
saying it was “ across his arm .” 
Kress seemed, according to the 
testimony, to be half-stand tag, 
half-sitting at the bar. Hager­ 
man walked from the cash reg­ 
ister toward Kress and 
was 
about three feet away when the 
gun 
was 
fired. 
H agam an 
grabbed his chest and fell to 
the floor on his back. 
Hardy and Bond said they 
left the bar immediately at that 
point. Staub testified he had on­ 
ly seen the front of the gun 
across the bar before the shoot­ 
ing but “right after the shot” 
the others left and he saw Kress 
holding the gun. Kress then

Witch's Brew Of Tribal 
Magic Helps Stir Congo

LEOPOLDVILLE, tee Congo 
(AP)—A witch doctor’s brew of 
tribal magic, terror, antiwhite 
hatred and crude Communist 
slogans is the latest formula for 
subversion and revolt in the 
Congo. 
The bloodstained rebellion in 
Kwilu Province is led by Pierre 
Mulele, 34-year-old former edu­ 
cation minister who has visited 
both Moscow and Peking. 
Mulele’s Chinese - backed up­ 
rising started six months ago 
with fewer than 75 men. Today 
he has several thousand fanat­ 
ical warriors who control a re­ 
gion half the size of Belgium. 
His soldiers say the white 
man stole their land and en­ 
slaved them. They believe the 
Communists will bring them 
“wonderful things.” 
American missionaires who 
survived attacks by Mulele’s 
warriors reported hearing cries 
of “Russia” and “Sfcoscow” as 
the terrorists closed in. 
The warriors told the mission­ 
aries their chiefs promised the 
Russians 
would 
give 
them 
things possessed only by white 
men, and also would give them 
the land. 
Captured documents, however 
told of support from Peking for 
Mulele’s revolt.

Mite Control Called Top 
Problem Of Apple Crower 
In York Talk By Asquith 


"The control of mites is cur­ 
rently the most difficult problem 
• for the majority of apple grow­ 
ers,” Prof. Dean Asquith told 
" members of the Pennsylvania 
Horticulture Association at its an­ 
nual sessions in York Tuesday. 
Prof. Asquith, entomologist at 
the Pennsylvania State University 
Fruit Research Laboratory at Ar­ 
endtsville, gave the fruitmen five 
reasons for the seriousness of the 
mite problem: 
"In present orchard practices 
we do not use harsh spray chem­ 
icals such as lime sulfur which 
so toughens apple foliage that 
, it becomes a poor feeding ground 
for mites. 
"We cultivate cover crops in 
our archenia and some of the 
' plants in them are good hosts for 
the two-spotted mite. But as soon 
as these shallow rooted cover 
crops dry up in the summer, 
many of the two-spotted mites 
move from them to the more 
deeply rooted apple trees which 
still bear succulent green foliage. 
HILL PARASITES TOO 
"We generally apply fertiliser 
to our apple trees today to stim­ 
ulate growth and this vigorous 
growth is more favorable for the 
development of mite populations 
than is the stunted growth of 
trees that are skimpily fertilized 
or not fertilised at all 
"I must add as a reason the 
common knowledge that many 
organic pesticides employed to kill 
other apple pests also kill many 
parasites and predators of mites. 
"Mites produce so many gen­ 
erations during a growing season, 
eight to IO in the northern sec­ 
tion of the Cumberland-Shenan- 
doah region, that populations of 


them become resistant to a miti- 
cide in Ria short span of two to 
three years after the miticide is 
introduced commercially. 
SLOW FEDERAL ACTION 
"The final reason is the slow­ 
ness of federal agencies to clear 
new miticides for application to 
food crops. This is almost the 
straw that broke the earners back 
because 
successful 
control 
of 
mites with chemicals obviously 
depends on the availability of 
effective miticides.0 
Prof. Asquith then proceeded 
with a discussion of weapons 
available for combating the mites 
and the best way to use them. 
He spoke first of European red 
mites and the use of spray oils 
to control them. "Spray oils, 
he said, "will prevent the hatch­ 
ing of eggs of European red mites 
that are resistant to summer 
nit irides every bit as well as they 
will prevent the hatching of eggs 
of susceptible mites. 
CANT KULL 'EM ALL 
"Nbw if we could hit all the 
overwintering eggs of toe Euro­ 
pean red mite with oil. this pest 
would not bother us for the bal­ 
ance of the season. Unfortunate­ 
ly, it is highly improbable that 
anyone will ever spray 
well 
enough to hit a l toe mite eggs 
on any apple tree five years ar 
more of age.” 
Then he spoke of toe next group 
of weapons which he called "ovi 
cide-nymphicides for the reason 
that they wiH kill the mite eggs 
or the newly hatched mites with 
which they come into contact.’ 
He discussed control measures 
at various stages of the season 
and said in part: "During the

prebloom period, your choice of 
fungicides may help with the con­ 
trol of mites . . . I do not urge 
you to take all the possible steps 
for mite control that I have sug­ 
gested but I do urge you to take 
at least two of them and prefer­ 
ably three. 
EARLY KILLS IMPORTANT 


"Whethei or not you see many 
European red mite eggs on the 
trees at delayed dormant time 
and whether or not you see 
motile mites of all three species 
a little later, there will be enough 
0 fthem in this day of miticide 
resistant strains to produce mil­ 
lions of progeny by midsummer. 
"The cool early season is un­ 
favorable for mites and there 
should be great advantage in re­ 
ducing their number as nearly to 
zero as possible during this pe­ 
riod . . . If you enter the sum­ 
mer harboring low populations of 
mites, you can bring your crop 
through to maturity and keep 
the trees in condition to produce 
another crop next year. The fight 
may be a tough one but you can 
win K. You will have to figure 
that mites as our worst problem 
will have to get the lion’s share 
of your spray dollar.” 
As he concluded he turned to 
toe question of mite control in 
the future ami said: 
"The mites will stay with us. 
The modem, high producing apple 
orchard is a Garden of Eden for 
mites: they couldn’t have drawn 
the plans for a more perfect 
home themselves. 
THE DAY MAY COME 


"To fight mites in the close fu­ 
ture. I see such miticides as Ani- 
mert, a chemical relative to Te­ 
flon that is more effective than 
Tedion. Then, there is Cygon di- 
mcthoate. We have been ready to 
recommend 
this 
systemic 
in 
Pennsylvania for three years and 
it is still not cleared for apples. 
1 think it will give good control 
of mites until resistance to it de­ 
velops. Another promising miti­ 
cide is Morestan. a chemical 
which is also a mildew fungicide. 
Morestan shows some tendency 
to cause injury, but it so potent 
as a miticide that I predict it 
will be used when it is cleared. 
There are, of course, many other 
miticides in the offing. However, 
they are too experimental to jus­ 
tify any specific comment. 
"In the more distant future I 
see the use of some biological 
agents to help control mites. Pos­ 
sibly with toe new mass rearing

HOLLYWOOD (AP) - “I pay 
my taxes here, so why shouldn’t 
I enjoy living in this country?"

At least he won't have to be 
commuting to his home in Eng­ 
land. He is bringing his wife 


and two children to New York 
next month. He said he is plan­ 
ning to begin 
procedure for 
American citizenship.

Settling in America would 
end an odyssey that has carried 
Franchi over three continents. 
He was born in Cremona, Italy, 
then emigrated with his parents 
to South Africa in 1952. He stud­ 
ied voice and scored success in 
operas.

Europe until he landed in Eng­ 
land. An appearance on the tel­ 
evision show “Sunday Night at 
the Palladium" proved the turn­ 
ing point.

PA. CIGARETTE 
TAX REVENUES 
MAY NOSEDIVE 


By DAVE LCHRRR 
Associated Press Writer 
HARRISBURG (AP) — The 
state Revenue Department may 
be forced to revise its estimates 
on the 1964-65 cigarette tax in 
light of a recent federal report 
on the dangers of smoking. 
Revenue Secretary Theodore 
B. Smith Jr. testified Tuesday 
that the department expect* to 
collect $97.7 million in cigarette 
taxes in fiscal 1964-65, an in­ 
crease of $1 million over the 
current, year. 
However, David J. Davies, di­ 
rector of Research and Statis­ 
tics, claimed the estimate was 
made prior to the report by the 
U.S. Surgeon General's office 
linking smoking to lung cancer. 
MORR ON EDUCATION 
Both Smith and Davies ap­ 
peared 
at legislative budget 
hearings on the Scranton admin­ 
istration's proposed $1,168 bil­ 
lion spending program for fis­ 
cal 1964-65. 
The hearings returned to edu­ 
cation today, with testimony 
from Pennsylvania State Uni­ 
versity, the University of Pitts­ 
burgh, the University of Penn­ 
sylvania, Drexel, Temple and 
seven medical schools. 
Davies told newsmen he has 
not completely assessed the sur­ 
geon general’s report as to the 
effect it will have on cigarette 
sales in Pennsylvania. 
RAISED LAST YEAR 
Pennsylvania raised its cigar­ 
ette tax from six to eight cents 
a pack last year. 
Collections between July I 
and Jan. 31 totaled $53,854,000, 
nearly 2 per cent below esti­ 
mates. 
Smith estimated the state's 
total income for fiscal 1964-65 at 
$1,144 billion $15.3 million more 
than this year's projection. 
The funds will be gathered 
from taxes, fees, fines, penalties 
and interest, he said. 
$432 MILLION 
The biggest increase Is ex 
pected in the five per cent sales 
which tax, Smith p r e d i c t s , 
would return $443.8 million dur 
ing the coming fiscal year. 
The estimated take from the 
sales tax this year is $432 mil­ 
lion. The sales tax was boosted 
in Pennsylvania from four to 
five per cent last year, account­ 
ing for the increase. 
Also on the stand Tuesday 
was the Department of Public 
Instruction, earmarked for the 
largest share of the governor’s 
budget—$595,359,535.

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Two AgingMen Wield Power 
In Red, Nationalist China 


By ROY ESSO YAN 
TAIPEI, Formosa (AP) — An 
aging father image towers over 
each of the two Chinas. 
France’s efforts to establish 
diplomatic relations with Red 
China have focused world atten­ 
tion on these two leaders of 
China, arch enemies for dec­ 
ades. 
Nationalist China’s Generalis­ 
simo Chiang Kai • shek, a slim 
and ascetic 76, still rules his 
island stronghold of Formosa 
IOO miles off the China coast 
with firm hand. 
FATHER OF REDS 
Communist 
China’s 
party 
chief Mao Tze-tung, a round and 
moon-faced 70, is the unques­ 
tioned father of Chinese com­ 
munism, the historian, Marxist 
theoretician and military strat­ 
egist whose word is law for the 
700 million people of mainland 
China. 
Both Mao and Chiang appear 
healthy and show no sign of 
bowing off the world stage. 
Both men are past their prime. 
The struggle to which they have 
devoted their lives — the es­ 
tablishment of China as a world 
power to be reckoned with — 
probably will have to be carried 
on by their successors. 
RIGID RED CHINA 
Chiang and Mao, however, 
have towered over possible suc­ 
cessors for nearly 40 years. 
Their mantles — and the total 
power they wield — probably 
could not be passed on to any 
single individual in either coun­ 
try. 
Diplomats and scholars in 
Hong Kong and Taipei expect 
Red China to remain rigid and 
uncompromising in its relations 
with the outside world for the 


foreseeable future, except inso 
far as changes may suit its pur 
pose. 
Nationalist China is expected 
to continue leaning on the Unit 
ed States for its defense while 
depending less 
and 
less on 
American economic assistance 
as U.S. aid is gradually phased 
out. 
EYE COMPROMISE 
Some experts here feel the 
men who follow Chiang and Mao 
may work out some form of 
compromise settlement. 
“Chiang is Nationalist China 
and 
Nationalist 
China 
is 
Chiang,” one European diplo­ 
mat here said. “If Chiang goes, 
Nationalist China can’t survive 
for long as an independent en 
tity.” 
But opinion is divided on this 
point. Much depends on the per 
sonality of the men who follow 
Chiang and Mao. The choice is 
limited. 
Red China’s Premier Chou 
En-lai, a posed, serious and 
persuasive statesman, is the 
only widely traveled and world 
ly member of the Chinese Com­ 
munist hierarchy. 
CHOU IS NO. 3 
But at 66, Chou is considered 
the No. 3 man in Peking, after 
Mao and President Liu Stoa- 
chi, the thin, solemn-faced Com 
munist organizer and arbiter of 
Communist morals. Mao has 
designated Liu as his successor. 
In

the 
strongest personality next to 
Chiang 
is 
Chiang’s 
Russian- 
trained eldest son, Lt. Gen. 
Chiang Ching - kuo, a stocky, 
soft-spoken, politically austere 
but socially pleasant man of 54.
